The Stranger was performed here last night, and elicited general ap- 
plause from an excellent house.

Ve had occasion to notice, a few days since the extreme modesty of 
a Mr. Y. W. Horncastle, and we then “expressed ourselves at a loss to 
conjecture what could possibly be the motive of this unknown ‘‘ Gentle- 
man of Her Majesty’s choir,” for troubling a musical publication with an 
ill-written communication, in which the only spirit displayed was one of 
hostility to those towards whom it little became him to evince it; but the 
next appearance of the aforesaid musical review, opened our editorial 
eyes. The “puff preliminary” was succeeded this week by the announce- 
ment of a “ J'reatise on Singing, the work of Mr. Horncastle, of Her 
Majesty’s Chapel Royal, a musician of long and tried ability, both as a 
tenor singer, of the TRUE school, and an able iustructor."(!) It is easily 
perceived now, what induced this “ celebrated and long tried tenor-singer 
of the TRUE school” to herald his production by the silly letter which 
we took occasion to expose previously to the announcement of his 
“ Treatise on Singing.” We have no particular objection even to a gen- 
tlenian puffing his own work, and lauding the talent which he may pos- 
sess, nor should we have found occasion to notice the presumption dis- 
played by an individual so unknown as the “ musician of tried ability” hac 
it not involved the professional character of an artiste, who has yet to be 
the founder of his own fortune, respecting whom, it must be admitted, it 
is unfair, in the highest degree, to make statements calculated to arres 
the prosperity of his career. Let Mr. “Chapel Royal” Horncastle con- 
tinue to sing the chorusses allotted to him, now that he is incapable of 
anv higher occupation, and let his more favoured relation enjoy the popu- 
larity which he is rapidly increasing, without molestation from one who, 
to say the least, exhibits an evident disregard to decency and justice. As 
strenuous and long established advocates of the Drama, as well as of 
those whose abilities uphold it, we shall always be found watching at our 
post, when any a attempt shall be made to detract from the merits of any 
of its professors. It is a fact, which we, in propria persone, can attest. 
that the ne singers are looked upon with the utmost jealousy by 
those who are alone accustomed to perfor: ” at concerts, but they should 
remember that their bread is grown in the same field, and that when dra- 
matic music ceases to attract the public, the concerts, (at which the 
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greater part of the music performed is derived from the rn will in- 
evitably share the same fate. 
Anecdote of Handel.—While Mary-le-bone Gardens were flourishing 
about the year 1738, the enchanting music of Handel and probably of 
Arne was often heard there. One evening Handel was walking with a 
gentleman, when a new piece was struck up by the band. « Gomm, Mr. 
Vontaine !” said Handel, “let us git down and listen to this biece; I 
want to know your opinion of it.” Down they sat, and after some time, 
the old parson, turning to his comp anion, said, “It isnot worth listening 


to, it is very poor stuff.’ * You are a Mr. Vontaine, it is very poor 
stuff, I thought so when I finished it.” Lhe oldgentleman, being taken by 


surprise, was beginning to apologise, but Handel assured him there was no 
necessity ; that the music was really bad, having been composed hastily, 
and his time for its production limited, and that the opinion was as cor- 
rect as it was veucnttel
